Local Seamen Have Been Assessed 
$13,000 in Fines For Vio­ 
lations. 


MARINE LAWS UNREASONABLE 


Fishlnff T u r s Required to Carry a 
Pall of W ater on Top of the 
Pilot House. 


Local seamen are not ^nkering for 
another visit of the Uniled States rev­ 
enue cutter Calumet. They regard 
that vessel and her crew with consider­ 
able antipathy and are disjHised to crit­ 
icise Uncle Sam most unmercifully for 
maintaining an aggregation of men 
whose only purpose evidently is to 
make their lives miserable. 


The Calumet was in port here two 
days lately and during that time she is 
said to have made an assessment of 
$13,000 in tinea utx)n the owners of fish­ 
ing tugs, steam pleasure yachts and 
other lake and river craft, for viola­ 
tions of the marine laws as regulated 
by Uncle Sam. 


“The marine regulations of the gov­ 
ernment are outrageous,” said Captain 
Kesley, owner of one of the most pop­ 
ular pleasure boats of this ¡lort, to a 
N e w s representative this morning 
“The men who make the laws don t 
know the bow of a vessel from the 
stern, but regardless of this Ignorance 
they are permitted to im|x>se tlie most 
inconsistent and unreasonable require­ 
ments upon seamen.” 


As an instance of the silly and incon­ 
sistent regulations 
established 
by 
Uncle Sam’s servants the captain cited 
the recmirement that fishing tugs carry 
pails filled with water on top of their 
wheel houses. Anyone who has made 
a voyage on a fishing tug in rough 
weather knows about how long the 
water wonld remain in the buckets. 
The boats bob about like puppets and 
a few furlongs would drain the buckets 
of every drop of water. This regula 
tlon has been disobeyed by local vessel 
owners and they have suffered for it. 


It is im{K)ssible to ascertain who of 
the vesselmen here are included in the 
list fr#m whom lines were collected. 
The victims are not disiwsed to reveal 
their names, but they display no hesi­ 
tancy in condemning the Calumet and 
her aristocratic crew.

W hat He Think« of French Cenadinn Lojr- 
•Ity and linperlitl fédération. 


The Dally News publishes the report 
of an Interview with Sir Charles Tup- 
per. In which the Canadian 
premier 
said that French Canadian loyalty to 
Great Britain was largely due to the 
knowledge that the annexation of Can­ 
ada to the United States would result 
In the abolition of their privllgees as to 
laws, language and religion under the 
Quebec act. 
Dilating upon the bene­ 
fits of federation. Sir Charles said he 
regarded Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s plan for 
the formation of a great Imperial par­ 
liament as hopelessly behind the times 
and Impossible of success, because such 
a body must Include tn its powers the 
right of taxation for Imperial purposes. 


Therefore Its membership must 
be 
framed somewhat upon a population 
basis, which would mean that In a few 
years the people of the colonies would 
utterly swamp thevolceof England, who 
would never subniit thereto. Secondly, 
the colonies would never submit to a 
surrender of their autonomy, nor would 
they hand over a large part of their 
powers to a body thousands of miles 
aw'ay. “My Idea,“ continued Sir Charles, 


is that framed by the Ottawa confer­ 
ence and aften\'ard supported by Col­ 
onial Secretary Chamberlain, of prefer­ 
ential trade within the empire. Under 
10 ï^ r cent duty on corn and meat 
Canada could supply England with all 
she needs.“ 


In conclusion, Sir Charles Tupper de­ 
clared that under a low tariff Canada 
nearly went Into bankruptcy. 
A ban­ 
quet was given a t the Hotel Cecil to 
the representatives of the New South 
Wales troops. Hon. William Broderick, 
parliamentary secretary to the war of­ 
fice. announced th at Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain had written a letter to the 
colonial premiers, suggesting an inter­ 
change of forces In the empire. 
Ac­ 
cording to this plan the colonial regi­ 
ments would come to England. English 
regulars re|>lacing them to the oolonies. 
The troops should be similarly armed 
and should learn to act together. The 
war offlce had closely examined the 
scheme and it is believed everybody ap­ 
proves It.

WANT THEIR BLOOD. 


Botton Cash Carrier Company Still 
After Five Firms of Local 
MerchantSi 


IT HAS A CLAIM OF $1,500 


Affalnst Thoso qt tho Buslnooo Mon 
Wno aro Uslnsr tho **Llttlo 
Wondor’* Caoli Carrloro. 


The Consolidated Store Service com- 
pftDjt of Boston, is contlnuio^ to press 
its claim for royalties against the lo­ 
cal merchants who are using the ^'Lit­ 
tle Wondor” cash carriers, purchased 
,hv them flve years ago of the Utility 
Manufacturing <x>mpany of Grand llap> 
Ids. A letter received today by James 
Pound from the Boston Arm threatens 
the immediate institution of legal pro­ 
ceedings unlcësthe royalties claimed 
^by k are promptly paid. 
The letter 
was turned over to Valentine & Ells­ 
worth, attorneys for the merchants. 


The various claims of the consoli­ 
dated Store Service company sgalnst 
the local merchants aggregate llifiOO, 
and are distributed as follows: 
Moore 
¿ECof, •2^1; James Pound, |:K)0; Chi­ 
cago Bargain store, 1900; S. B. Van 
Horn 300 and Morrow & Stone 1375. 
The firm insists on the payment of a 
royalty of $15 per year for each carrier, 
and all of the merchants except Moore 
&Co., who have used five carricm 
three years, have bad the carriers in 
their utore for five years. 
Morrow A. 
Stone have five carriers and the others 
four. 


Merchants were advised over a year 
ago that the Boston company intended 
to enforce the payment by them of roy­ 
alties and %ver since a correspondence 
between Jne merchants* attorneys, 
V alenti^& Kllsworth, and the Boston 
people Mw been carricd on. The mer­ 
chants insisted that they bad once paid 
for the carriers and would become the 
defendants in a law suit before con­ 
senting to a second payment. 


It is held by the eastern firm that the 
carriers are an infringement on a patent 
it l^lds and on this ground their right 
to a claim for royalties is good. It is 
hinted that the Grand Bapids firm is a 
party to the scheme and Is soUng in 
con|unction with the Boston concern 
In what appears to be a deliberate at­ 
tempt to fleece tho merchants. The 
same threats which have been made to 
the local merchants have been made to 
the users of the **Little Wonder** car­ 
rier in other cities, but as far os can 
be determined none of the merchants 
have been frightened into making a 
remittance. 


If the carriers are an infringement it 
is argued that the Boston company 
should seek recourse of the Utility Man­ 
ufacturing company of Grand Haplds of 
whom the Benton Harbor morchant« 
}>urchased the carriers and which firm 
s engaged In the manufacture of the 
machines. 


Upon the payment of the claims of 
the eastern company it agrees u> Ihhuo 
to the merchants a license permitting 
them to continue the use of the carriers 
for such a time as they may desire. 


The merchants have no disfiosltion 
to pay royalties and if such are paid it 
will be upon the demand of the court.

There is no longer any danger of a 
civil war, says ^ ’oodrow Wilson in The 
Atlantic. There was war between the 
south and tlin rest of the nation because 
their diff‘erenoes were removable in no 
other way. There was no prospect that, 
slavery, the root of those difference^ 
would ever disappear in the mere proc­ 
ess of growth. It Wiis to be apprehended, 
on the contrary, that the very processes 
of growth would inevitably lead to the 
extension of slavery and the perpetna* 
tiou of radical sooia\ and economic con* 
trasts and antagonisms between state 
and aute, between region and region. 
A heroic remedy was the only remedy. 
Slavery being removed, the south is 
now joined with the west—joined with 
it in a stage of development, as a region 
chiefly agricultural, without diversified 
industries, without a mnltifarions trade, 
witbont those subtle extended nerves 
which come with all round economic 
development, and whicb make men 
keenly sensible of the interests that link 
the world togetlier, as it were, into a 
single community. But tliese are lines 
of difference which will be effaced by 
mere growth, which time will calmly 
ignore. They make no boundaries for 
armies to croKs. 


Tide water Virginia was thus sepa­ 
rated once from ber own population 
within the Alleghany valleys — held 
two jenlons sections within her own 
limits. Massachusetts once know the 
sharp divergences of interest and design 
which separated the coast settlements 
upon tho bay from the restless pioneers 
who had taken up the free lands of her 
own western counties. North Carolina 
was once a comfortable and indifferent 
“east” to the uneasy “ west’’ that was 
,to become Tennessee. Virginia once 
Seemed old and effete to Kentucky. 
The *‘great west” once lay upon the 
Ohio, but has since disappeared there, 
overlaid by the changes which have 
carried the conditions of the “ east” to 
tbe great lakes and beyond. 


There has never yet been a time in 
our history when we were without an 
“east” and a**west,"but tho novel day 
when we shall be without tiiem is now 
in sight. As the country grows it will 
inevitably grow homogeneous. Popula­ 
tion will not henceforth spread, but 
compact, for there is no new land be­ 
tween the seas where the “ west” can 
find another lodgment. The conditions 
which prevail in the ever widening 
“ east” will sooner or later cover the 
continent, and we shall at last be one 
people.

Om «f the Jobe of Chemlata. 


Chemists sometimes have queer expe­ 
riences. The following facts were told 
by a professor in one of our western 
universities: **For about ^en years 
have made a specialty of examining an< 
le^rting upon cases of real or suspected 
poisoning. As a number of my cases 
have been connected with murder trials 
I have had considerable notice in the 
daily papers. This reputation for mak 
ing analyses for poisons baa brought me 
a queer class of patrons. 


“ Every year 1 have one or more old 
men come to me with samples of food to 
be examined for poison. These men 
without uxception. have married young 
wives, and when tbe husband is taken 
siok and does not recover as quickly as 
be tbinics he should be begins to suspect 
that his young wife wants to get rid o: 
him and is poisoning him gradually 
through the medium of his food. Of 
course he does not want bis wife to 
know of his suspicions, so he quietly 
gets a sample of the food he suspects 
and at some unusual hour for work 
generally either early in the morning or 
very late in the evening, he comes to 
me and tells me very secretly that he 
wishes to have an examination for poison 
made.
